velepment of capabilities and rssources and an accompanying 
adjustment of basic national policy. / 

2. The united States is not making significant progress 
In the psychological field toward its objective of reduction 

and retraction of Soviet power as laid down in SfSC 20/Ui nor is it clear 
that the United States is even holding its own in the psychological 
Struggle against Soviet communism, except in certain areas, such as 
Western Europe, where good progrees can be recorded under MATO. 

The difficulty appears to lie pertly in Soviet measures Which main- 
tain the Iron Curtain with increasing effectiveness, and partly In 
the time required to develop the requisite capabilities. 

3. A major handicap it* psychological operations outside 
ef the Iren Curtain dtrlves from growing resentment in parte of 
Asia and throughout much of Europe to a "made in America* label 
m pert ef ear psychological output.
